la 1899 we ptodueed more 
than three and one-half billion 
bushels oX corn, wheatroats, rye 
and barley, including flour and 1 ' 
corn meal, and we exported 
something more than four hun¬ 
dred and seventy million bush¬ 
els. 

In 1909 we produced more than 
four and ODe-h&lf billion bushels 
of these cereals, but other ex¬ 
ports had dropped to less than 
one hundred and thirty-four mil¬ 
lion bushels. In other words, ! 
oqr exports of these products of 
the farm In 1899 exceeded those 
of 1909 by 215 per ceut. • 

Our exports of beef and its 
products for 1899 exceeded those 
of 1909 by 72 per ceat. and tbe 
export of the product of pork in 
1899 exceeded those of 1909 by 
89 per cent. 

Briefly bat broadly stated, 
these statistics show that the 
great increase in cost of living is 
caused very largely by the tre¬ 
mendous increase in tbe price of 
everything raised on the farm, 
that other contributing causes 
are relatively negligible factors, 
and they also show that, in spite 
of tbe fact that this great increase 
in • price of these prime neces¬ 
saries of life bas increased the 
cost of labor fully 33 per cent, 
by economies iu administration, 
operating and disposing of their 
product, tbe great corporations 
(or “trusts'* if you please) are 
maintaining average prices lower 
than obtained a decade ago; and 
oy these same economies and 
methods are yearly increasing 
their sales abroad, offsetting to 
a great extent our rapidy dimin¬ 
ishing export of agricultural 
products, sod to this extent pre¬ 
serving our.balance of trade. 

For nearly twenty years, by 
many decisions, the courts have 
oeen interpreting the anti-trust 
law of 1890. 

Gradually its relation to an 
effect upon tne commercial and 
manufacturing interests of tbe 
nation is being defined. An ear¬ 
ly decision of tbe of the Ameri¬ 
can Tobacco and Standard Oil 
cases already submitted -to the 
supreme court should give a 
tiua! interpretation to that law. | 
Pending such decision, I believe' 
ihe business of the country can 
te conducted efficiently and with¬ 
out serious embarrassment; and • 
upon its announcement I believe 
every interest will accept it] 
cheerfully, and comply with il 
completely. • 

I have stated that in. my opin¬ 
ion the great increase in the cost 
of living is caused very largely 
by the startling increase in the 
prices of the products of the 
farm. 

The reason for this increase in 
price is as simple, and at the 
same time, as inexorable, aa tbe 
law of supply sod demand. If 
those responsible for the’ un- i 
speakable folly of the meat boy- * 
cott bad referred to the report 
of the Agricultural Department, 
they would have learned that on 
January 1, 1910, there wSre be¬ 
tween eight aqd nine million less 
meat-producing animals on tbe 
nation'? farm than there were on 
January 1, 1909.

market The skill of the diamond cut¬
